UNION OF SOVIET SOVIALIST REPUBLICS: DRAFT CONVENTION 
STATES PARTIES TO THIS CONVENTION, 

GUIDED BY THE INTERESTS OF CONSOLIDATING PEACE AND WISHING 
TO CONTRIBUTE TO THE CAUSE OF SAVING MANKIND FROM THE DANGER 
OF USING NEW MEANS OF WARFARE, LIMITING THE ARMS RACE AND 
BRINGING ABOUT DISARMAMENT, 

TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THAT, UNDER CONDITIONS OF CONTINUOUS 
SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL PROGRESS, NEW POSSIBILITIES ARISE 
FOR USING THE RESULT OF THIS PROGRESS NOT ONLY FOR PEACEFUL 
BUT ALSO FOR MILITARY PURPOSES, 

CONSIDERING THAT ACTION TO INFLUENCE THE ENVIRONMENT AND CLIMATE 
FOR MILITARY PURPOSES MAY REPRESENT AN EXCEPTIONAL DANGER TO 
UNIVERSAL PEACE AND SECURITY AS WELL AS TO HUMAN WELL-BEING 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND HEALTH, 

EXPRESSING THE PROFOUND INTEREST OF STATES AND PEOPLES IN 
THE ADOPTION OF MEASURES TO PRESERVE AND IMPROVE THE ENVIRON- 
MENT FOR THE BENEFIT OF PRESENT AND FUTURE GENERATIONS, 

DESIRING TO CONTRIBUTE TO THE DEEPENING OF CONFIDENCE AMONG 
PEOPLES AND TO THE FURTHER IMPROVEMENT OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
SITUATION, 

STRIVING TO CO-OPERATE IN IMPLEMENTING THE PURPOSES AND 
PRINCIPLES OF THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED NATIONS, 

HAVE AGREED ON THE FOLLOWING: 

ARTICLE I 

EACH OF THE PARTIES TO THE CONVENTION UNDERTAKES NOT 
TO USE METEOROLOGICAL, GEOPHYSICAL OR ANY OTHER SCIENTIFIC 
OR TECHNOLOGICAL MEANS OF INFLUENCING THE ENVIRONMENT, IN- 
CLUDING THE WEATHER AND CLIMATE, FOR MILITARY AND OTHER PURPOSES 
INCOMPATIBLE WITH THE MAINTENANCE OF INTERNATIONAL SECURITY, 

HUMAN WELL-BEING AND HEALTH, AND, FURTHERMORE, NEVER UNDER 
ANY CIRCUMSTANCES TO RESORT TO SUCH MEANS OF INFLUENCING 
THE ENVIRONMENT AND CLIMATE OR TO CARRY OUT PREPARATIONS 
FOR THEIR USE. 

ARTICLE II 
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1. FOR THE PURPOSES OE THIS CONVENTION, THE ACTIVITIES REFERRED 
TO IN ARTICLE I OE THIS CONVENTION CONSIST OE THOSE ACTIVE 
INCLUENCES ON THE SUREACE OE THE LAND, THE SEA-BED AND THE OCEAN 
ELOOR, THE DEPTHS OE THE EARTH, THE MARINE ENVIRONMENT, THE 
ATMOSPHERE OR ON ANY OTHER ELEMENTS OE THE ENVIRONMENT THAT 
MAY CAUSE DAMAGE BY THE EOLLOWING MEANS: 

(A) INTRODUCTION INTO THE CLOUD SYSTEMS (AIR MASSES) OE 
CHEMICAL REAGENTS EOR THE PURPOSE OE CAUSING PRECIPITATION 
(EORMATION OF CLOUDS) AND OTHER MEANS OE BRINGING ABOUT A 
REDISTRIBUTION OE WATER RESOURCES; 

(B) MODIFICATION OF THE ELEMENTS OE THE WEATHER, CLIMATE 
AND THE HYDROLOGICAL SYSTEM ON LAND IN ANY PART OF THE 
SUREACE OE THE EARTH; 

(C) DIRECT OR INDIRECT ACTION TO INELUENCE THE ELECTRICAL 
PROCESSES IN THE ATMOSPHERE; 

(D) DIRECT OR INDIRECT DISTURBANCE OF THE ELEMENTS OE THE 

ENERGY AND WATER BALANCE OF METEOROLOGICAL PHENOMENA (CYCLONES, 

ANTICYCLONES, CLOUD FRONT SYSTEMS); 

UNCLASSIEIED 
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(E) DIRECT OR INDIRECT MODIEICATIONS OE THE PHYSICAL AND CHEMICAL 
PARAMETERS OE THE SEAS AND OCEANS, THE SEASHORE, SEA-BED 

AND OCEAN FLOOR THAT MAY LEAD TO A CHANGE IN THE HYDORLOGICAL 
SYSTEM, WATER INTERCHANGE PROCESS AND THE ECOLOGY OE THE 
BIOLOGICAL RESOURCES OE THE SEAS AND OCEANS; 

(E) DIRECT OR INDIRECT STIMULATION OE SEISMIC WAVES BY ANY 
METHODS OR MEANS THAT MAY PRODUCE EARTHQUAKES 
AND ACCOMPANYING PROCESSES AND PHENOMENA, OR DESTRUCTIVE 
OCEAN WAVES, INCLUDING TSUNAMI; 

(G) DIRECT OR INDIRECT ACTION ON THE SUREACE OE AN AREA OF 

WATER THAT MAY LEAD TO A DISTURBANCE OE THE THERMAL AND GASEOUS 
INTERCHANGE BETWEEN THE HYDROSPHERE AND THE ATMOSPHERE; 

(H) THE CREATION OF ARTIFICIAL CONTINUOUS ELECTROMAGNETIC 
AND ACOUSTIC FIELDS IN THE OCEANS AND SEAS; 

(I) MODIFICATION OF THE NATURAL STATE OE THE RIVERS, LAKES, 

SWAMPS AND OTHER AQUEOUS ELEMENTS OE THE LAND BY ANY METHODS 
OR MEANS, LEADING TO REDUCTION IN THE WATER-LEVEL, DRYING 

UP, ELOODING, INUNDATION, DESTRUCTION OE HYDROTECHNICAL 
INSTALLATIONS OR HAVING OTHER HARMEUL CONSEQUENCES; 

(J) DISTURBANCE OE THE NATURAL STATE OE THE LITHOSPHERE, 

INCLUDING THE LAND SUREACE, BY MECHANICAL, PHYSICAL OR OTHER 
MEANS, CAUSING EROSION, A CHANGE IN THE MECHANICAL STRUCTURE, 

DESICCATION OR ELOODING OE THE SOIL, OR INTEREERENCE WITH 
IRRIGATION OR LAND IMPROVEMENT SYSTEMS; 

(K) THE BURNING OE VEGETATION AND OTHER ACTIONS LEADING 

TO A DISTURBANCE OE THE ECOLOGY OF THE VEGETABLE AND ANIMAL 
KINGDOM; 

(L) DIRECT OR INDIRECT ACTION TO INELUENCE THE IONIZED OR 
OZONE LAYERS IN THE ATMOSPHERE, THE INTRODUCTION OE HEAT AND 
RADIANT ENERGY ABSORBING AGENTS IN THE ATMOSPHERE AND THE 
CONTIGUOUS LAYER, OR OTHER ACTION THAT MIGHT LEAD TO DISTURBANCES 
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OF THE THERMAL AND RADIATION EQUILIBRIUM OF THE EARTH- 
ATMOSPHERE-SUN SYSTEM. 

2. SUBSEQUENTLY, IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE PROVISIONS OF THIS 
CONVENTION, THE LIST OF ACTIONS ENUMERATED IN PARAGRAPH 1 
OF THIS ARTICLE MAY BE SUPPLEMENTED OR AMENDED DEPENDING UPON 
THE PROGRESS OF SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL RESEARCH. 

ARTICLE III 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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EACH OF THE PARTIES TO THE CONVENTION UNDERTAKES TO REFRAIN 
FROM ASSISTING, ENCOURAGING OR INDUCING ANY STATE, GROUP 
OF STATES OR INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS WHATSOEVER TO CARRY 
OUT ACTIVITIES THAT VIOLATE THE PROVISIONS OF THIS CONVENTION, 

AS WELL AS TO REFRAIN FROM PARTICIPATING EITHER DIRECTLY OR 
INDIRECTLY IN SUCH ACTIVITIES CARRIED OUT BY OTHER STATES 
OR INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS. 

ARTICLE IV 

EACH PARTY TO THIS CONVENTION UNDERTAKES, IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH ITS OWN CONSTITUTIONAL PROCEDURES, TO ADOPT THE NECESSARY 
MEASURES TO PROHIBIT AND PREVENT ANY ACTIVITY CARRIED OUT IN 
VIOLATION OF THE PROVISIONS OF THIS CONVENTION ANYWHERE 
WHATSOEVER WITHIN ITS JURISDICTION OR UNDER ITS CONTROL. 

ARTICLE V 

NOTHING IN THIS CONVENTION SHALL IMPEDE THE ECONOMIC OR 
SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL DEVELOPMENT OF THE PARTIES TO 
THE CONVENTION OR INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC AND SCIENTIFIC 
CO-OPERATION IN THE UTILIZATION, PRESERVATION AND IMPROVEMENT 
OF THE ENVIRONMENT FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES. 

ARTICLE VI 

ANY PARTY TO THIS CONVENTION THAT LEARNS THAT ANY OTHER PARTY 

TO THE CONVENTION IS ACTING IN VIOLATION OF THE OBLIGATIONS 

FLOWING FROM THE PROVISIONS OF THE CONVENTION 

MAY LODGE A COMPLAINT WITH THE SECURITY COUNCIL OF THE UNITED 

NATIONS. SUCH A COMPLAINT SHALL CONTAIN ALL POSSIBLE EVIDENCE 

TO SUPPORT THE GROUNDS FOR THE COMPLAINT, TOGETHER WITH A REQUEST 

THAT IT BE CONSIDERED BY THE SECURITY COUNCIL. 

EACH PARTY TO THIS CONVENTION UNDERTAKES TO CO-OPERATE 
IN CARRYING OUT ANY INVESTIGATIONS THAT THE SECURITY COUNCIL 
MAY UNDERTAKE IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE PROVISIONS OF THE CHARTER 
OF THE UNITED NATIONS ON THE BASIS OF THE COMPLAINT RECEIVED 
BY THE COUNCIL. THE SECURITY COUNCIL SHALL INFORM THE STATES 
PARTIES TO THE CONVENTION OF THE RESULTS OF SUCH INVESTIGATIONS. 

ARTICLE VII 

EACH PARTY TO THIS CONVENTION UNDERTAKES TO FURNISH OR SUPPORT 
ASSISTANCE PROVIDED IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE CHARTER OF THE 
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UNCLASSIFIED 
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UNITED NATIONS TO ANY PARTY TO THE CONVENTION THAT MAY MAKE 
SUCH A REQUEST, IN THE EVENT THAT THE SECURITY COUNCIL ADOPTS 
A DECISION TO THE EEFECT THAT THAT PARTY HAS BEEN SUBJECTED 
TO DANGER AS A RESULT OE THE VIOLATION OF THE CONVENTION. 

ARTICLE VIII 

ANY PARTY MAY PROPOSE AN AMENDMENT TO THIS CONVENTION. EACH 
PROPOSED AMENDMENT SHALL BE SUBMITTED TO THE DEPOSITARY 
GOVERNMENTS AND SHALL BE TRANSMITTED BY THEM TO ALL PARTIES 
TO THE CONVENTION, WHICH SHALL INFORM THE DEPOSITARY GOVERNMENTS 
OF THE ADOPTION OR REJECTION OE THE AMENDMENT AT THE EARLIEST 
POSSIBLE DATE AFTER RECEIVING IT. 

THE AMENDMENT SHALL ENTER INTO EORCE FOR EACH PARTY 
ACCEPTING IT AFTER ITS ADOPTION BY THE MAJORITY OE PARTIES 
TO THE CONVENTION, INCLUDING THE DEPOSITARY GOVERNMENTS, 

AND SUBSEQUENTLY FOR EACH REMAINING PARTY ON THE DAY ON WHICH 
IT ADOPTS THAT AMENDMENT. 

ARTICLE IX 

FIVE YEARS AFTER THE ENTRY INTO FORCE OF THIS CONVENTION, 

OR BEFORE THAT DATE, IE THE MAJORITY OE PARTIES TO THE CONVENTION 
SO REQUEST BY SUBMITTING A PROPOSAL FOR THAT PURPOSE TO THE DE- 
POSITARY GOVERNMENTS, A CONEERENCE OF STATES PARTIES TO THE 

CONVENTION SHALT. BE CONVENED IN EOR THE PURPOSES 

OF CONSIDERING THE OPERATION OE THE CONVENTION, IN ORDER TO 
ENSURE THAT ITS PROVISIONS ARE BEING IMPLEMENTED. DURING SUCH 
CONSIDERATION, ACCOUNT SHALL BE TAKEN OF ALL NEW SCIENTIFIC 
AND TECHNOLOGICAL ACHIEVEMENTS THAT MAY RET .ATE TO THE CONVENTION. 

ARTICLE X 

THIS CONVENTION SHALL BE OF A PERMANENT NATURE. 

EACH PARTY TO THIS CONVENTION SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT, WITHIN 
THE CONTEXT OF THE REALIZATION OE ITS OWN STATE SOVEREIGNTY, 

TO SECEDE FROM THE CONVENTION, IF IT DECIDES THAT EXCEPTIONAL 
CIRCUMSTANCES CONNECTED WITH THE CONTENT OE THE CONVENTION 
HAVE THREATENED THE SUPREME INTERESTS OF ITS COUNTRY. 

IT SHALL NOTIFY ALL OTHER STATES PARTIES TO THE CONVENTION 
AND THE SECURITY COUNCIL OE THE UNITED NATIONS THREE MONTHS 
PRIOR TO ITS SESSION. THE NOTIFICATION SHALL CONTAIN AN ACCOUNT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF THE EXCEPTIONAL CIRCUMSTANCES WHICH, IN THE VIEW OE THAT 
PARTY, HAVE THREATENED ITS SUPREME INTERESTS. 

ARTICLE XI 

1. THIS CONVENTION SHALL BE OPEN EOR SIGNATURE BY ALL STATES. 
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ANY STATE THAT DOES NOT SIGN THE CONVENTION BEFORE ITS 
ENTRY INTO EORCE IN ACCORDANCE WITH PARAGRAPH 3 OP THIS ARTICLE 
MAY ACCEDE TO IT AT ANY TIME. 

2. THIS CONVENTION SHALL BE SUBJECT TO RATIPICATION BY THE 

SIGNATORY STATES. THE INSTRUMENTS OF RATIFICATION AND THE DOCUMENTS 
OP ACCESSION SHALL BE DEPOSITED WITH THE GOVERNMENTS OF , 

WHICH ARE HEREBY DESIGNATED THE DEPOSITARY GOVERNMENTS. 

3. THIS CONVENTION SHALL ENTER INTO EORCE APTER THE DEPOSIT 
OP THE INSTRUMENTS OP RATIPICATION BY .... GOVERNMENTS, IN- 
CLUDING GOVERNMENTS DESIGNATED THE DEPOSITARY GOVERNMENTS 
OP THE CONVENTION. 

4. FOR THOSE STATES WHOSE INSTRUMENTS OF RATIFICATION OR DOCUMENTS 
OP ACCESSION ARE DEPOSITED AFTER THE ENTRY INTO FORCE OF 

THIS CONVENTION, IT SHALL ENTER INTO FORCE ON THE DAY 
OP DEPOSIT OP THEIR INSTRUMENTS OP RATIPICATION OR DOCUMENTS 
OP ACCESSION. 

5. THE DEPOSITARY GOVERNMENTS SHALL PORTHWITH NOTIFY ALL 
STATES THAT SIGN OR ACCEDE TO THIS CONVENTION OP THE DATE 
OP EACH SIGNATURE, THE DATE OP DEPOSIT OP EACH INSTRUMENT 
OF RATIFICATION OR DOCUMENT OP ACCESSION, THE DATE OF THE 
ENTRY INTO EORCE OP THE CONVENTION, AND THE RECEIPT BY THEM 
OP OTHER INFORMATION. 

THIS CONVENTION SHALL BE REGISTERED BY THE DEPOSITARY GOVERNMENTS 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH ARTICLE 102 OF THE CHARTER OP THE UNITED 
NATIONS. 

ARTICLE XII 

THIS CONVENTION, OF WHICH THE CHINESE, ENGLISH, FRENCH,
